■Pi Reynolds, President of the U. S. Service and Shipping Corporation, severence 
' pay"in the amount of #9600 representing one year's salary at the termination 
of her duties with the corporation on March 15, 1947. You will furtner 
recall that Reynolds has refused to pay Gregory tnis amount of money anu as a 
result she has indicated and has taken positive steps toward taking le 6 ai action 
to recover this sum. Her attorney is Tnomas J. Donegan, former Assistant SaC 
at New York City. 

The Mew York Office nas aavisea that on January k4, 1947, Gregory neld 
a prolonged telepnonic conversation with Cnarles Bannerman of the law firm 
of Clark, Carr and Ellis during which time Bannerman told Gregory that he tnougnt 
he was acting with full autnority from his client and that a compromise figure 
of 410, 000 in full settlement of all Gregory's claims against the corporation 
was re.ched. It was agreed that Gregory and Bannerman would meet on the following 
day to make appropriate entries on the corporate records so as 'to reflect the 
decision to pay her that amount. Ihis proposed meeting did not materialize 
due to a misunderstanding as to the meeting place. Pin r*

On January 27, 1947, Gregory advised the New York Office that Mr. 

' Bannerman ana a Mr. Crouch of Bannerman 's law firm had arrived at the U.S. Service 
and Shipping Corporation and collected all the corporate books and recoras 
including the seal, and Bannerman informed Gregory that he had consultea with 
his client who tola nim that he would not accede to the previous compromise of 
#10,000 but rather he woulu offer Gregory only 6 montns salary at a rate of 
$600 rather than #800 and that from the total of #3600 would be subtracted the 
#2000 cash oonus wnich Gregory received at Cnristmas, 1946. Ihese developments 
seriously upset Gregory inasmuch as she had expected to receive at least 
#10,000, and she became very insistent upon securing an attorney immediately 
to take aiy possible action. 

As a result of the above incidents, Gregor,/ contacted Mr. Donegan 
on January 29, 1947, -as suggested by the Bureau. After Gregory had contacted 
Donegan, Mr. Donegan advised Mr. Belmont of the New York Office tnat he, 

Donegan, had telepnoni. ally comnunicatea witn tne attorney named Bannerman ana 
that he, Donegan, had notified Bannerman ^naj^,^^jpar representing Gregory.

On January 30, 1947, agents oi' the New York Office- conferred with 
Mr. Donegan at his request and he indicated at that time that he felt Gregory 
might have a good cause of action on a theory of anticipatory breacn of con- 
tract, and he was of the opinion judging from the conciliatory remarks made 
by Ur. Bannerman tnat a settlement woulu probably be forthcoming^ althougn 
he realized that Reynolds is an unusual person, at the present time is 
drinking excessively and is probably not in full control of nis iaculties. 

Donegan said that if a settlement offer was not fortneoming witnin a Ye# oa^s 
he felt the oest course oi action would tie ior nim to serve a summons ano 
a complaint on Bannerman who had previously acknowledged that he would accept 
service for the corporation. 

Later in a conference witn Mr. Donegan, he advisea agents of the 
New York Oifice that he did not feel tnat Reynolds could allow the matter 
to go to tjJ^pl because of the oovious embarrassing publicity wnich would 
result. Mr. Donegan said that he had completed a preliminary draft of a com- 
plaint whicn contained no allegations of Gregory's association with the Communist 
Party or its functionaries, or any otner material wnich mignt jeopardize the 
Bureau's position in the premises; neither was there any mention of the origin 
ol the corporation's focus n-.i of Reynolas ' contacts witn Browaer, et al. 

Ur. Donegan said he would make available to tne New York Office copies of nis 
complaint wnen it was finally drawn and approved by Gregory. 

On rebruary 13, 1947, Gregory advised tnat sne had on tnat date 
con errea witn kr. Done s an ana naa verified tne complaint he hao drawn wnicn 
asked a judgment in tne total sum oi ^1^,400. Mr. Donegan has advised the 
New York Office tnat due to conjestion oi tne trial calendar in the New York 
Supreme Court it will be at least a year oefore tnis matter could be brought 
on for trial. ° 


Th^re is attached hereto for your information and perusal a copy 
of the above-mentioned complaint dated February 13, 1947, by Gregory against 
the U. S. Service and Shipping Corporation as aefendant.

PHILIP OUN KEENEY was bom SJkoMJfy 3, 1891, at Rockville, Connecti- 
cut of American parents. He attended Massachusetts Institute of Technology 
from 1911 to 1913 and thereafter moved to the Sacramento Valley, California, 
where he engaged in ranching until 1923* At that time, he entered the Uni- 
versity of California, where he was graduated in 1927 with an A.B. Degree. 
PHILIP next atifartled the University of Michigan, where he received an M.A. 
Degree in 193^* 

-jffaila at the University of Michigan, PHILIP met and married 
VARY .TA\ T K*n:vTVT.s . she was bom February 28, 1898, at Tfoodstock, Illinois, 
her father being of Shglish origin and her mother being native bom. 

MART JANE was educated at the University of Chicago and the University of 
Michigan.

In 1931, PHILIP KEENEY secured a position at the library of the 0 
University of Montana, Jjfissoula, Montana, and was shortly thereafter appointed 
librarian. He held this position until he was dismissed September 1, 1937, 
on the grounds of incompetency. PHILIP immediately began a fight to be re— * 
instated, claiming that he had been dismissed because he opposed the appoint— 
Vpent of the new president of the university and also because he had been 
instrumental in organizing a chapter of the American ^federation of Teachers. 
PHILIP also claimed that he was entitled to a life position at the university 
under the laws of the State of Montana. The American Civil Liberties Union

and the American Federation of Teachers became interested in _ KEDJEY's case 
and caused it lo be vridely publicized* Ex-Congressman HUGrK^D^LaC^j., then 
affiliated with the American Federation of Teachers, took an active part in 
this matter* The case was taken into the state court cf liontana, where the 
action of the university in dismissing PHILIP was upheld but on appeal to 
the Supreme Court of Lontana, the decision was reversed. KEENEY was, there, 
fore, ordered reinstated on June IS, 1938. 


Durine the period from September 1, 1937, until he was ordered re- 
instated, PHILIP and LAP. Y Jj'JS resided in Berkeley, California, and were un- 
employed’. Diaries maintained by VJP.Y JAKE during this period and made 
available by a confidential source reflect that she and PHILIP had numerous 
contacts with known Communists in the San Francisco, California, Bay area. 
The diaries reflect that on August 24, 192S, they attended a Communist Party 
meeting at the Oakland, California, municipal auditorium theatre at which 
EAiLP&llOYJDEP. made an address. /On !fay 28, 1939, according to the diaries, 
NARY J ALL and PHILIP attended'?. Communis t Party banquet at Niles Canyon at 
which EAHL BRO’VDSR and JACrnSTACHEL made addresses. After the meeting, 

IAHY JANE and PHILIP vers personally introduced to BP.017DE?.. 


Accori.njp'Co the diaries, the activities of the KZE’IEYs were not 
confined to larJ^Ccnmunist gatherings which night be considered "open meet- 
ings." The er^fry in a diary under date of January 1939, reflects the 
following :

Gradually the KEENEYs broadened their acquaintances and they became 
active in the Washington Cooperative Bookshop, alleged outlet for Communist 
literature in the Washington, D. C., area. liARY JANE became a member of the 
Board of Trustees. 


These associations led to acquaintances with LA17IU2' C E/uODD and his 
wife, DOROTHY4TODD, LAYTRE’CE being the local representative for Tass News 
i Agency. Of interest is an entry in the diaries of MAR Y JA.vS reflecting that 
DOROTHY on an occasion asked whether }1ARY JANE would be interested in securing 
employment at the Soviet Embassy'. MARY JANE expressed considerable interest 
in this matter but later refused, the position stating that she was afraid it 
would jeopardize PHILIP’S position in the Government of the United States.

On November 1, 1945, MARY JANE KEENEY departed from the United. 
States for Europe, where she was attached to the Allied Staff on Reparations. 
It is known that her duties took her to France and Germany, where she made 
contacts with the "Resistance Movement," allegedly Communist dominated. Abou . 
the sane time, PHILIP KEENEY obtained a position with the Ear Department as a 
research specialist in Tokyo, Japan. Prior to his departure, PHIIIP made a 
trio to New v ork City, where he made contact with known Communists and^also 
hS several hsits lit, .n individual referred to « -Cclonei^EJAS.'' 
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Comments made by PHILIP in correspondence directed to his wife indicate that 
PHILIP contacted this individual to advise him of his forthcoming position I 
in Japan and in order to discuss the Communist cause* Colonel TLOMAS sj-legedly 
left the United States in January, 1946, and on one occasion PHILIP consented 
to his -wife that she might be contacted by the Colonel in Berlin* On another 
occasion, PHILIP commented that his and MARY JAKE'S Thereabouts were known to 
THOMAS and that KEHKEY expected to receive word from him. In this regard, 
PHILIP also said that all he and MARY JAI1* could do would be to wait inasmuch 
as THOMAS knew how to reach them* MARY JAKE subsequently returned to the 
United States and has carried on a correspondence with known Communists in 

Europe. 

After his arrival in Japan, PHILIP began a daily correspondence, 
with MARY JAKE and this correspondence reflects numerous comments concerning 
economic, political and social conditions in the Far East. 


A few excerpt? from PHILIP'S correspondence to MARY JAKE are being 
set forth below with the date of writing.

"I was glad to read MOLOTOV'S analysis of the Pans Conference. 

It is obvious that our 'offensive for peace' tends to be an 
'offensive against the U.S.S.R.* The defeat of the CP in the 
German area controlled by us is not surprising. The Catholics

June 12 . 1946 

"I have played a few games of chess and a little bridge with a 
very nice chap but X knew nothing about his work until I ate 
dinner with him last night, he said he has taKen cut U» S« 
citizenship papers but was still an Italian.

This will 
be the general brass attitude in these parts. I am really cjuite 
surprised by the jury's action, seven men and five women." 

August 15, 1946 

"I had the most wonderful visit with/lTARO^ehO.TA (?) tonight. 

He feels as I do that nothing will be settled in Japan until 
she goes through her revolution. The idea of such a thought 
is far from U. S. thinking. I will keep in touch with ITARO 
from now on and I am sure he will be helpful in library work 
; as in other affairs." 
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August 29, 1946 

"I have said since first coming here that China is the vital 
spot in the whole Orient, If revolution comes CHIANG frill do 
his best to throw into the struggel many nations. The U.S.S.R. 
saw the possible revolution coming, hence she maintained her 

,, power in northern Korea, the natural jumping off place into 
Manchuria. The U. S. has failed to pacify China with her hundreds 
of millions. If we withdraw our strength now, it will rebound to 
the great discredit of CHIAHG and his feudal forces. The struggle 
in China is as inevitable as it is everywhere so long as an Anglo- 
American bloc exists. The U. S. and the U.S.S.R. might be able 
for decades to come to patch up the modus vivendi but we could 
only do so so long as we accept the basic fact that the U. S. and 
the U.S.S.R. are the only first rate nations left on this planet. 

The earth is not big enough for socialism and capitalism to live 
peacefully for ever, but tc think of another immediate war^ means 
the return of the world to an era comparable to Europe after the 
Thirty Tears War." 

By letter dated August 29, 1946, PHILIP discussed the speech that 
General MacARTHUR recently made indicating that the immediate problem for the 
Japanese people was for them to cheese between the two ideologies that were 
spreading in Japan, meaning democracy and Communism. PHILIP had the following 
comment to make concerning this speech: 

t 

■Vihat to think and what to say is beyond me. If we are to have 
a full bloom Red-baiting campaign in Japan, what is one to do. 

To stay here is safer from a purely physical aspect but certainly 
right-minded Americans wont take this sitting dom, You are either 
for or agaiiiSt the powers that be. Yihat to do and where to go in 
this crisis is the question. Up to the moment, I am in the clear 
in a big way but what is going to happen to others if a gigantic 
Red-baiting campaign begins." 

PHILIP KEEKEY returned to the United States in the fall of 1946 on 
leave and thereafter returned to Tokyo in January, 1947. In a letter dated 
January 3, 1947, written en route to Japan, PHILIP said: 

"We collected five \7AC officers at Hickam and are taking them 
to Yokohama to join the 8th Army. Major^JLAEE says we have 
about 130,000 in Japan, G.I.s and officers, and 50,000 various 
kinds of civilians. I had not realized our forces were so ! 

many. SLADE is in the Quartermaster Corps and furnishes 
supplies to Korea so he will know about the size of our Army 
there."

DETAILS: An investigation to obtain information in the vicinity of 

Wagontire, Oregon concerning TED TODD was conducted by Special 
Agent MARSHALL I. BARNES. It should be noted that Wagontire is 
a i community situated about 53 miles southwest of Burns, Oregon and is 
occupied by only one family which operates the combination General Store, 

Bus Station, and Filing Station. Wagontire ceased being a post office prior 
to the pertinent period of this investigation. Officer HAROLD LARSON, Oregon 
State Police, Burns, Oregon advised that he is well acquainted with WALTER CARR, 
present owner and operator of the General Store and HOLLY SCHROEDER, former 
owner of the General Store and he knows both of these individuals to be highly 
reputable citizens.

r CARR advised that since May 1946 he had owned and operated 
the General Store at that location and advised that he had never become acquain- 
ted with ^“individual by the name of TED-TODD or TADFOR^TODD. He stated that 
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he was not aware that the government Land Office had any representative in that 
vicinity during the spring or summer of 1946* He was of the opinion that if 
a representative of the government Land Office had been working in that vicinity 
M * headquarters would have been out of Lakevierw, Oregon. He stated that an 
individual by the nai&e of HOHMAli PRICE of the United States Bureau of Land 
Management, Portland, Oregon, had been in that vicinity with a group of men 
from about June 10 until September 1946. He recalled that from about early June 
until about July 4, Mr. PRICE had a group of young men working under him and 
following July 4 a group of older men took their places. He advised the groups 
of men working under Mr. PRICE kept to themselves and received mail through 
a mA-n sack out of Burns, Oregon. It was his recollection he saw Mr. PRICE 
thumbing through some mall while PRICE was in his store, at which time Mr. CARR 
thinks he recalls seeing a letter addressed to TED TODD. Mr. CARR recalls 
Mr. PRICE’S group of men were running section lines and putting in bench marks. 

HOLLY SCHBOEDER advised that prior to 1946 he had owned the local 
General Store from 1941 until he sold it to CARR and since that time has lived 
at the CARR residence. He recalled Mr. HDBMAN PRICE but advised he had never 
heard of the myna TED TODD nor had he become acquainted with any of the men 
working under Mr. PRICE. He pointed out that they camped together some distance 
frcm the local general store and that they were not camped near any ranch houses.

DARRELL HOUSER, Postmaster advised that the Post Office at TSagontir 
had been discontinued and the people of Y»ag entire and vicinity get their mail 
out of the Burns Post Office through a route mail sack.

It is not known the exact reasons why Whitney gave these checks 
to Kramer but, according to information received recently by the Bureau from 
the Cleveland Office, the Erotherhood of Railroad Trainmen through Whitney 
has issued instructions to the various locals of the union throughout the 
country to cooperate with various progressive clubs located in their territory, 
which would Indicate that this union is sympathetic toward the progressive 
and labor movement. As stated before Kramer is known to be sympathetic toward 
the labor movement and has been instrumental in sponsoring certain labor 
legislation in Congress through Senator Pepper and others. These checks may 
be gratuities to Kramer and Pepper for their services in this connection.

According to information rocalvod fro* an admittedly important 
Soviet espionage agent who acted in collusion with Jacob H. Oolos, a 
known Soviet espionage agent, and his successors ftrom 19fal until the end 
of 19hli, Willi an Walter Remington was wet by this informant in Hew fork 
City in 191x2. At that time the informant had dinner with Mr. and lire. 

sad Jacob Oolos. As a result of this meeting Remington, who 
was employed with tha War Production Board in Washington, D. C., began 
furnishing tha informant with scrape ef paper upon which ha had scribbled 
information concerning testa made ef airplanes and other data concerning 
high octane gasoline and information wholly related to tha aircraft pro- 
duction field. The informant advised that this material was sopied by 
fesdngton from reports and- other inf oraatlos which ca me Into his hands 
through official channels. Eeedngton also advised the informant verbally 
concerning information which cane into hie possession through conversations 
he had with Government officials and other individuals whoa he would eee 
in the normal oourse of his official duties. Boring one of these conver- 
sations Remington told tho in&rmant about a new process which had been 
developed fbr the manufacture ef synthetic rubber.\l\) 


The information gathered by the informant from various individuals 
in Washington was turned ewer to Jaoob Oolos until Jovember, 19 1*3, and 
thereafter to Ml successors fauna to the informant only by sorer names. 
Tho informant believes that these individuals wars Soviet agante and the 
informant's latest knowi contact was Anatoli B. Gromov, the former First 
Secretary of the Soviet Embassy. Washington, 5. C., who departed from the 
United States on December 7, 19 U5. The information and other data turned 
over to Golos and his successors were reportedly made available to the

(C) It is indicated under these sub-headings that Golos died 
on November 27, 1943 and in a subsequent paragraph it shows that Gregory was a 
courier between Golos and others until the e nd of 1944, which is an obvious 
inconsi staicy . 


(D) Under this same sub-heading there i«ua statement reading as 
follows: "In connection with information furnished by Air ago r y . it should be 

noted that for more than a year the most intensive investigation has been 
conducted on the basis of the information furnished by him, which investigation 
has failed to indicate that the information furnished by this former Soviet 
agent is false in any particular whatever." There is an obvious strain on 
language in order to keep from giving an indication that the allegations

In accordance with Ur. Tolson' s request , I have Q 

reviewed the memoranda prepared for transmittal to the AG in the Gregory 
case. Uy observations are set forth. This is about the first time 
that I have really gotten into the Gregory case, other than seeing 
several of the memos in the past, and while the die may already be i 
cast, I did want to set forth my views. 


I realise that the Conference discussed the handling of the 
Gregory case, that memoranda of recommendation have previously been 
sent to the AG; however, I now feel very stron gly ' after reading the 
memoranda that we are in for trouble. In the first place, we are 
submitting an ex parte report. I think we can put it down as a rule 
of thumb that the first thing the government departments will do 
will be to call the people in and say that the charges have been 
filed by the FBI. They will be apprised of the nature of the contents 
of the memoranda and I do not think they will have any difficulty in 
identifying our informant , Gregory. She will be immediately blown J 
as well as the entire case. The subjects will then be interviewed * 
in the various government departments , and I think we can assume 
that the interviews will be perfunctory , the subjects will deny the 
contents of the memoranda, and the Bureau is right smack in the 
middle.

I, therefore , think that you should very carefully reconsider 
the desirability of the Bureau interviewing the subject's on whom memo- 
randa are being submitt ed , along with the other subjects in the case, 
including Earlyrowder. The case will be blown anyway; therefore , we 
have everything to gain and nothing to lose.

whole group is wrong and as far as I am concerned they could be 
shot, but that is not legal proof. 


I think the Bureau is in for tremendous criticism, if we are 
not in a position of stating that we have exhausted every conceivable 
investigative technique , including the interviews , prior to letting 
the case be blown. I would , therefore ,■ suggest you reconsider this 
phase with the thought in mind of conducting simultaneous interviews . 
There is no harm that can come from this as I see it. We have every- 
thing to gain and nothing to lose. 


I noticed in the Victo ^Perlo m emorandum there was a refer- 


ence to his first wife at one time threatening to expose him to 
President Roosevelt . I assume we have interviewed her. With 
little pressure, occasioned by the simultaneous interviews , she 
might talk. We might develop more facts. 






Frankly, handling the matter as we now contemplate doing 
I think will bring us nothing but grief. The AG has vigorous memo- 
randa from the Bureau recommending this course of action. When 
the thing is blown out of the water he is in a position of saying 
that he followed the Bureau's recommendations Mclnerney, on the 
other hand , will let the word slip that he cl c ros e cut i on . 

Therefore, I think tha t some ^1 ace in the memoranda, if it is decided 
to go forward with them /shut u Id be a definite statement which will 
put the AG and the Department on record as saying that no successful 
prosecution could be had, that everything has been done that could 
conceivably be done and this course of procedure is' being followed 
jas a matter of last resort. 

I appreciate that this is purely an investigative matter 
and I do not wish my views to be interpreted as injecting myself into 
the investigative field; nevertheless, it does effect the whole 
Bureau and I could not conscientiously withhold making my observa- 
tions.

^Gregory advised that Allan Rosenberg was a member of the Perlo 
group and attended meetings of that group in johJ^Abt’s apartment in New York 
City. Rosenberg furnished information to Gregory which he obtained through 
his employment with the Foreign Economic Administration. She stated that 
he submitted voluminous reports and substantial quantities of wrttten material^#} 
with respect to problems expected to be met in postwar Germany] Rosenberg 
is now a practicing attorney in Washington, associated with his brother-in-law 
in a small law business. It is believed that Rosenberg has information con- 
cerning the meetings iqAbt’s apartment in New York City which will corroborate 

Gregory’s statement.K>^) 

Donald Niven Wheeler 

Wheeler was another member of the Perlo group and was employed 
by the Office of Strategic Services. Wheeler furnished considerable information 
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which he received through his employment on the Editorial Board 
Research and Analysis Division of OSS. (He was also present, according to\ 
Gregory, at meetings of the Perlo group in the apartment of Mary C Price in 
New York City, at which time he brought intelligence information secured byftO 
other members of the group in Washington to Gregor£) It is believed that 
eeler can furnish considerable information concerning the Perlo group 
and meetings of subjects in Mary Price’s apartment in New York City

Joseph B. Gregg 


You may recall that Gregg was employed with the Coordinator 
of Inter-American Affairs in about 1942, and was later employed by the State 
Department. jGr egg, according to Gregory, had dinner with Jacob Golos, 

Gregory s Russian contact, in a New York restaurant in 1942, and arrangements 
were made for Gregg to become active in this espionage set up. Thereafter 
G /®8g would turn over to Gregory information he had obtained from a perusal 
of ONI, G-2, and FBI reports, that came to his attention through his employ- 
ment at the Office of Inter-American Affairs. This information had to do with 
Communistic and Russian activities in Latin America. Gregory has also 
stated that shortly before Golos’ death in 1943, Golos obtained a Leica camera 
from the Russians which he turned over to Gregg for Gregg’s use in photo- 
graphing the most important documents that came into his possession. Gregory 
also made reference to the fact that in the Spring of 1945, ^j ack." her Russian 
contact, mentioned that Gregg had become highly suspicious as to the ultimate 
distribution of the information he was providing; however, she stated that “Jack” 
was able to convince Gregg that as a good Communist he was performing a 
service that any other good Communist would perform and, thereafter, Gregg 
continued his activities. Gregg later acted in the capacity of a .courier for 
Jack. It is further known, that according to Gregory, Helen Penney, another 
subject in this case, advised Gregory as late as 1946, that Gregg had contacted 
her in Washington as a courier for this operational se tup^ Q^ 


It is also knoym through investigation that Gregg has visited the 
offices of Dr. Abraham B. Weinstein in New York City, allegedly for dental / , W 

^treatment; however, these visits have been made under peculiar circumstances/W yf/C 

'ii’u may recall that Weinstein is suspected of being identical with the unknown \ 
subject “Charlie^Vmentioned by Gregory as a dentist in New York City who wasCl^/ 
a contact of Golo^J Gregg is presently in Canada, where he is engaged in a small* 
business and is residing with his inlaws. Investigation has disclosed that Gregg 
has been very surveillance conscious during the course of this investigation and 
it is believed that if he decides to talk he can furnish invaluable information in 
connection with this case. 
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Maurice Tlalperin [/ \ -'-*9 

Halperin is a former employee of OSS and later the State Department 
He is presently residing in New York City and is associated with the American 
Jewish Conference as a liaison man with the United Nations. 

According to Gregory, she met Halperin in the latter part of 1942, 
through arrangements made by Jacob Golos. She stated that Halperin was at 
one time a professor of romance languages at the University of Oklahoma and 
came to Washington with Willard zrPark, another subject in this case. Upon 
his arrival in Washington and“1ifter obtaining employment with OSS, he expressed 
his desire to meet a Communist contact in the east, and as a result of this 
Gregory was later introduced to Halperin by Golos. The first meeting took 
place in Washington at the residence of Willard Z. Park and arrangements were 
made whereby Gregory would collect Communist Party dues from Halperin 
as well as the work that he would perform for Golos. Later, Gregory met 
Halperin and Park in the home of Mary Price in Washington and subsequently 
Halperin began supplying Golos with various information and made it available 
to Golos through Mary Price, who in turn passed it on to Gregory. Several 
months later, when Mary Price became ill, Halperin and Park furnished their y 
information directly to Gregory. Gregory stated that Halperin delivered 
mimeographed bulletins and reports prepared by OSS on a variety o>beT*^cs 
and also supplied excerpts from State Department cables to which he evicfehtly 
had access. On one occasion Halperin visited in New York and was taken to 
dinner by Gregory and Golos. Gregory stated that it appeared that Halperin 
was under the impression that information furnished by him was being trans- 
mitted to EarisBrowder. Halperin continued to furnish information to Gregory 
until December, 1944. oo 

Investigation has disclosed that Halperin, while in Washington, 
was a close contact with numerous other subjects of this investigation and 
other individuals who are suspected of being engaged in Soviet espionage 
activities within the Government. It is believed that an interview with them 
might result in a disclosure of his past and present activities as well as the 
activities of other individuals known to be his associates.

Robert Talbott Miller, III 


Miller, you may recall, was, until recently, employed by the State 
Department when his resignation was requested. He is presently unemployed. 
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New York City. Gregory met Miller every two weeks and on these occasions 
Miller furnished Gregory with copies of “Hemisphere,” which were given to 
Golos. Later, Miller moved to Washington and obtained a position wilh the 
Office of Coordinator of Inter-American Affairs and thereafter was contacted 

in Washington by Gregory and she obtained from him pamphlets and other 
information which he obtained through his new employment. She believes that 
these pamphlets were at least restricted articles, such as those which might 
be passed through Government agencies and which were not for public consump- 
tion. He also told Gregory that in his capacity in the Office of Coordinator 
of Inter-American Affairs, he had the opportunity to see reports written by 
ONI, G-2, OSS, and the FBI, concerning Latin American matters. During 
Gregory’s initial contacts with Miller in Washington, Miller would hand Gregory 
typewritten summaries of some of the information appearing in some of these 
reports. This material concerned Communist or Russian activities in Latin 
America. As time went on, Miller became somewhat alarmed over handing 
Gregory these typewritten notes and thereafter he would merely inform her 
verbally of the material that he had observed in the above-mentioned Government 
reports. After hfilleT obtained his position in the State Department, he never 
furnished Gregory with any information from the files of that Department. Cm) 


Miller is a known contact of numerous subjects in this case but it 
has not been determined if he had actual knowledge of their individual activities 
in connection with this espionage operation. It is known that both he and his wife 
are known to the Silvermasters , who are regarded as the most important 
subjects in Washington. They are known to many other individuals who are 
under investigation as possible Soviet espionage subjects in Washington, D. C. 
Miller, from all indication, is a weak character and an interview with him may 
result in the development of information concerning his past and present activities

r illi am Walter Remington 

Sometime in 1942, Gregory met William Walter Remington and his wife 
in New York City. On this occasion Gregory had dinner with them and Jacob 
Golos. Shortly thereafter Gregory contacted Remington, who was employed with 
the War Production Board in Washington, D. C. Subsequently Gregory contacted 
Remington in Washington on numerous occasions from 1942 until the early part 
of 1944. During this time, Remington furnished Gregory with scraps of paper 
upon which he had scribbled information concerning tests made of airplanes and 
other data concerning high octane gasoline and information relating to the aircraft 
production field. Remington copied this material from reports and other infor- 
mation that came into his hands through official channels. He also told Gregory 
verbally about information that came into his possession from conversations he 
had with Government officials and other individuals whom he would see in the 
normal course of his official -duties. Gregory stated that in 1943, Remington 
introduced her to Bernard S/'kedmont, another subject in this case, who, as a 
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result, furnished Gregory with confidential information from Government fil 


Remington, until recently, was employed with the Office of War 
Mobilization and Reconversion and later the Office of Temporary Controls. 

He resigned from this position in January, 1947. Remington is a known contact 
of several other subjects in this case and it is believed that an interview with 
he and his wife mav result in some information of value in connection with their 

past activities/ V 

Ruth Rifkin 



Gregory advised that Ruth Rifkin, an employee of the United Nations 
Relief and Rehabilitation Administration, was a close friend of another subject, 
Helen Tenney, in Washington, D. C.^^regory heard that in 1943, Rifkin furnished 
information to Helen Tenney who was employed in OSS and on one or two occasions 
Rifkin furnished information directly to Gregory. The information that she 
furnished consisted of brief digests of what happened at various conferences of 
UNRRA. This information was not regarded as very important but assisted in 00 
developing what the policy of UNRRA was at various times"] It will be recalled 
that Helen Tenney took over the apartment of Mary Price in Washington when 
Price moved to New York City and it is possible that an interview with Rifkin 
may develop further activities on the part of Price and Tenney. will also be 
recalled that considerable meetings were had in Mary Price’s apartment during 
the period of activity mentioned by Grego ry!] 

Irving^lCaplan 


Kaplan, until January 31, 1947, was employed by the Office of War 
Mobilization and its successor agency, the Office of Temporary Controls. 

Prior to that time he was employed by the Treasury Department and other 
Government agencies|^^ 

Gregory has advised that in the latter part of 1942, or the early part 
of 1943, Mrs. Silvermaster stated that certain information was coming fo the 
Silvermaster group through the War Production Board through George Silverman. 
Gregory also stated that through conversations with Mr. Silvermaster, it was 
learned that Irving Kaplan was connected with the WPB and was furnishing infor- 
mation which he obtained through that agency to George Silverman, who in turn 
passed it on to the Silvermaster group. Gregory also stated "that Kaplan was a 
dues paying member of the Communist Party. (.U) 

Investigation has disclosed that Kaplan is a contact of numerous subjects | 
in this case and probably knows more subjects than any of the other individual 
subjects in Washington. It is believed that he can furnish information with respect' 
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to his own activities as well as those of other subjects, particularly the Silver- 
masters and George Silverman. Inasmuch as he has been described as a Com- 
munist Party member, he is undoubtedly in a position to furnish information 
concerning this and other Communist Party underground parallels 

RECOMMENDATION: It is recommended that consideration be given 

toward interviewing the above subjects, who, as stated previously, are no longer 
connected with the Government. Interviews with them may develop a considerable 
amount of information which will tend to substantiate Gregory’s allegation and 
to furnish the Bureau with information concerning these individuals wUch could 
not be obtained through regular investigative procedures. In a group such as 
this, it is reasonable to believe that one or two of them may be the type who will 
talk, since it is known that individuals engaged in such surreptitious activities 
are distrustful of one another and they may suspect that someone in the group 
has already talked and therefore they may fully reveal their complete activities 
in connection with this case.

As to the first possible course of action; that if, ’■ 1 1 
the Bureau continuing its investigation of this case as an , “■ ' T 

intelligence operation, I am of the opinion that in view of . th& 
unfortunate publicity given to this case by a Departmental soufce, 

it will be impossible to continue the investigation on an ’ 

intelligence basis. In this regard, information reaching us' 
from our coverage of the activities of these subjects indicates 
they are now all very security conscious and that a practical 
coverage of their activities is impossible. Collaterally, I 
might point out, for your confidential information, that as a 
result of this premature and ill-advised publicity , the Bureau's 
key informant has completely collapsed, is quas i-hysterical, and 
absolutely refuses to continue to cooperate with the Bureau . It 
is needless to point out that without the cooperation of this 
informant a real coverage of this case is impossible. 


Relative to the second suggestion, namely, that the 
Bureau or a Federal grand jury interrogate a selected number of 
the subjects, I must point out that this program would appear 
impractical at this time for the same reasons that I have 
enumerated above as applying to the first proposal.

Gregory then a confirmed Ccamonist, vas furnishing infor- 
mation to a person knoan to hia as F. Brown, who has been identified as 
Feruccio Marini, an important Italian Communis t in lewr York City, mho has 
been frequently reported to have served as an agent of the Ccaonnist Inter- 
national. During the Fall of 1938. liar ini Introduced Gregory to an individual 
originally known to Gragory at "Tin" or "Timmy," who was subsequently identified 
by Gregory as Jacob U. Golos (real name Jakob fiaisin or Basin), who is known 
to have bean for many years a most important Soviet espionage agent. Gregory 
from 1936 until Golos died an Bovember 27, 1943, served as a Soviet espionage 
agent under Golos' direction. ^ 

According to Ore gory, Jaoob M. Golos was from at least 1941 until 
his daath in Bov ember, 1943, Gregory's superior in lew York City who operated 
group# of agents employed in agenoiee of the United States Government who 
procured for Golos highly secret and lmpartan t information in eonneotion 
with their government employment. Gregory was tha couriar and intermediary 
between Golos in Mew York City and his successors and these espionage agents 
in Washington, D. C., from the Summer of 1941 until the end of 1945. After 
Golos died Gregory's efforts were direoted by a number of Soviet espionage agents 
known only to him by cover names. Gregory was in frequent o on tact with these 
Soviet agents until late 1945. It is known that the last Soviet superior with 
whom Gregory was in contact was known te Gregory only as *Al" who has been 
identified as Anatoli Borisovich Gromov, former First Secretary of the Soviet 
Sabas sy in Washington. D. C., who departed from the United States on December 7. 

Ihiring the period Gregory served as courier in this espionage opera- 
tion he mad# regular and frequent trips to Washington, D. C., to collect informa- 
tion from the numerous Soviet espionage agents operating in Government agencies 
as a part of this espionage ring. Much of the information eras on undeveloped 
and developed film portraying oopies of highly secret and Important documents 
temporarily abstracted from the files of various Government agencies by the 
espionage agents involved. The film and other information ware regularly de- 
livered by Gregory to Golos and was allegedly turned over by Golos to other 
Soviet superiors.

Gregory role tad that daring the latter part' of 19 U2 and through 
the early part of 19 U3, mention «u Bade by individual* connected with thi* 
investigation of Sol Adler, who wa* a United States Treasury Department 
representative in Chungking, China. Gregory farther related that he had eeen 
in the horse of Kathan Gregory Silver-waster, a principal subject in Washington, 
official letters written by Sol Adler from Chungking, China, to the United 
States Treasury Department in Washington, D. C. Gregory stated that presumably 
these official documents had found their way to the Silver-master home through 
Harry Dexter White, a former official in the Treasury Department and a 
prominent figure in this investigation. Gregory stated that Silver-master had 
characterised Sol Adler as an opportunist and further indicated that they would 
v« to place him in some strategic location in the United States Government. 
Gregory also stated that Sol Adler was a member of the Coaannist Party and 
that his dues were collected by Silvermaster and turned over to Gregory. 



Collateral Information From Other Sources v 

From the time the investigation was begun in Hoveeaber, 19U5, until 
July lh, 19U6, Adler was in China where he was acting as a representative of 
the United States Treasury Department. Upon his arrival in Washington, D. C., 
one of his first acts was to contact Abraham George Silverman, a principal 
subject of this investigation, to arrange for an interview which was held on 
the same datdl Adler was also a guest at Silverman's apartment on July 17, 
19U6. It is also known that Adler was with Silverman on the evenings of 
July 22 and 31, 19 U6. 

\ On July 19, 19U6, Adler was observed to visit the room of William 
Henry Taylor, at the Washington Hotel, Washington, D. C., where both Adler 
and Taylor were staying at that time. Taylor is a subject of this investiga- 
tion and a former employee of the United States Treasury Department. 

A confidential and reliable source advised that on July 25, 19U6, 
Adler was present at a parly at the home of Harold Glasser, a Treasury jjepart— 
ment employee and another subject of this investigation, and while there the 
informant stated that he was in contact with Allan Rosenberg, another eubject 
of this investigation.

Harold Glasser was bora oa November 23, 1904, at Chicago, 

Illinois. He attended Chicago University and Harvard University and was 
married on July 7, 1942, to Faye Cohen. Glasser has had various employments 
which include employment at the University of Akron, Brookings Institute, 
and the Labor Bureau of the Middle West. He has also been employed by the 
Work Projects Administration aad the Department of Agriculture. Oa Novem- 
ber 23, 193b, he was employed by the Treasury Department, at which time his 
immediate superior was Harry Dexter White, former Assistant Secretary of 
the Treasury sad a prominent subject of this lavestigatioa. 

Glasser has remained as aa employee of the Treasury Department 
to this date. It Is noted that ia 1940 he was detailed to the Government of 
-Ecuador as an expert in financial and e cono mic matters, fa 1943, as an official 
of the Treasury Department, he was detailed to the State Department aad sent 
to North Africa where he served in the Civil Affairs Section of General 
Eisenhower's staff. In 1944 he represented the Treasury Dspartmeat at con- 
ferences on Italian financial matters and during the same year he was approved 
by the President to represent the Government of the United States at the Second 
Session of the Council of the United Nations Relief and Rehabilitation Adminis- 
tration at Montreal, Canada. In 1945 he served aa a member of the American 
Delegation to the United Nations Reparations Commission in Moscow, Russia, 
and also represented the United States Government at the Third Council Session 
of the United Nations Relief and Rehabilitation Administration st London, England. 
Also, in 1945 he was designated as one of the' Treasury Department's experts 
to serve on General MacArthur's staff in Tokyo, which assignment never 
materialized. »

A confidential source bas indicated that Harold Glasaer and hia 
wife bay* also been members of the Washington Committee for Democratic 
Action and the Spanish Aid Committee, which organizations have been variously 
referred to as Communist front organizations. The Washington Committee for 
Democratic Action has been declared subversive by the Attorney General. 

A reliable informant has advised that Harold Glasser was a member 
of the Communist Party in Washington, D. C., in the 1930’s. This same source 
stated that he was certain that it was the same Harold Glasser who had been 
sent to Ecuador by the United States an economist. Another individual 
identified by this informant was Victor Perlo, a present Treasury Department 
employee. Others were John Abt and George Silverman. These individuals 
were identified as being members of the Communist Party Underground in 
Washington, D. C., at that time. All of these persons are prominently con- 
nected with this investigation. 

Faye Cohen Glasser has, through a confidential source, been deter- 
mined to be a member of the League of Women Shoppers and to have served on 
the Executive Board of that organization. This group has been reported to be a 
Communist front organization. 


Suspected Connections with Soviet Espionage 


The following information reflecting the suspected implication of 
Harold Glasser in Soviet espionage operations has been furnished by an 
admittedly important Soviet espionage agent who was active in Soviet espionage 
operations from approximately 1938 to 1945, and who severed hia connections 
with the Soviet Intelligence in 1945. For obvious reasons of security the identity 
of this former Soviet agent is not being revealed and he is being referred to 
under the cover name “Gregory.” For more than a year a most Intensive

Gregory advised that Golos had indicated to him in November of 
1943, that Golos, through Earl Browder, had established contact with a group 
in Washington, D. C. Subsequently, in the early part of 1944, Earl Browder 
indicated to Gregory that he would make arrangements for Gregory to meet 
with this same group and that the meeting would be held in the apartment of 
John Abt in New York City. Gregory thereupon held a meeting with repre- 
sentatives of this group, which was referred to by Gregory as the Perlo Group. 
At the time of this meeting Gregory learned that Harold Glasser was also a 
member of this particular group. It was indicated that Harold Glasser had 
been out of the United States as a representative of the U. S. Treasury Depart- 
ment, that he had returned in the early part of 1944, and was thereafter stationed 
in the Treasury Department in Washington, D. C. It was further indicated that 
Glasser was closely associated with and was probably an assistant to Harry 
Dexter White, who was at that time an official of the Treasury Department. 


According to Gregory, Harold Glasser subsequently furnished 
general information concerning the activities of the Treasury Department, 
particularly concerning proposed loans by the United States to foreign countries. 
He was supplied information originating in the Foreign Economic Administration, 
which information had been sent to the Treasury Department. 


After Harold Glasser*s return from Europe, Victor Perlo, the head 
of the Perlo Group, advised Gregory that Glasser had requested to be allowed 
to return as a member of this group. Gregory was advised by Perlo that 
Glasser and one or two others had previously been taken over by an American 
in a government agency in Washington and turned over to a Russian contact. 

The identity of this American was not *cnown to Perlo. Gregory later determined 
from Charles Kramer, another member of the Perlo Group, that the person who 
had originally taken Glasser away from this group was an individual named Hiss 
in the U. S. State Department. This person is believed to be identical with Alger 
Hiss, a former State Department official who is a subject in this investigation. 
Gregory further advised that Harold Glasser was a known member of the 
Communist Party. 


In connection with the activities of the perlo Group, Gregory stated 
that approximately four or five days prior to Christmas, 1944, he met Victor 
Perlo at Mary Price’s apartment in New York City and gave Perlo Christmas 
presents for himself and other members of the Perlo Group. These Christmas 
gifts were purchased on the instructions of Gregory’s Soviet contact, at that 
time known to him only as ’’Jack.'* Reimbursement for these gifts was made to 
Gregory by ’’Jack." Gregory advised that Christmas presents were purchased 
for each member of the group, as well as members of their respective familie

During the course of the investigation @f Harold Glasser and his 
wife, it has boon determined that they have on many occasions been in the 
company of Allan Rosenberg, another subject of this investigation. It has also ( 

been determined that Harold Glasser has also been in contact with other parsons \ 
who hare been reported to be members of alleged Communist front organizations v 
but the connection of these individuals with this investigation has not been 
determined. 


On November 25, 1945, a reliable source advised that Charles 
Kramer, alias Krivitsky, another subject of this investigation, visited at the 
Glasser residence. 

Investigation has further reflected that Victor Perlo, another subject 
of this investigation, is employed by the Treasury Department and is presently 
working in the office of Harold Glasser. Both of these individuals were directly 
responsible to Harry Dexter White while he was Assistant Secretary of the 
Treasury in charge of Monetary Research. 

A reliable source advised that on July 26, 1946, Harold Glesser's 
name appeared among the list of names approved by the President, selected as 
members of the United States Delegation to the Fifth Session of the Council of 
the United Nations Relief and Rehabilitation Administration scheduled to con- 
vene in Geneva, Switzerland, on August 5, 1946. Glssser was listed as one of 
the advisors to the Council member, William L. Clayton, Assistant Secretary 
of State. Highly confidential and reliable sources advised that Glasser actually 
attended this convention. It was also determined through a reliable source that 
Glasser went to Europe on October 8, 1946, on official business to study the 
German import and export program, and returned to the United States on 
October 24, 1946. 

On July 25, 1946, a party was held at the home of Harold Glasser 
at 5410 Cathedral Avenue, N. W., Washington, D. C., at which Schlomer (Sol) 
Adler, another subject of this investigation, was present, ss well as Allan Rosen 
berg and his wife. Allan Rosenberg is also a aubjact of this case. Others In 
attendance were Joseph B. Friedman, a Treasury Department attorney, and 
Samuel Miller, an employee of the V.'ar Assets Administration. Miller is 
known to be a Former assistant to Harold Glasser in the Treasury Department. 


Investigation has disclosed that Allan Rosenberg has been a frequent 
contact of Glasser, and it has likewise been determined that John Abt, mentioned 
hereinbefore, and William Ludwig Ullmann of the Treasury Department, have 
also been in contact with Gl&sser. f|-y • .

his office. As a result, Mrs. lathan Gregory Silvermaster went to one of the 
Communist functionaries in Washington, D. C., and obtained the name of Sonya 
(jo id. Eventually, Sonya Gold, throu$i arrangements with Harry White, obtained 
a position as one of the secretaries in his Department. 


As a result of this employment, Sonya Gold obtained documents froa 
his Department which she copied and thereafter turned her notes over to Mrs.

Confidential and reliable aourcea tore recently- *taft4tt w toaV Victor 
Verio vaa being considered for a position vlto toe lev Council of African 
Buainees, Inc., Hoy Tork City and Chicago, Illinois . He vaa aeeklng a position 
vhich vaa ultimately glren to Harry 8. Pegdoff, a subject of tola inveatigation 
formerly employed at too United States Department of Commerce. "'N. . 
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admitted Soviet espionage agent who was active in Soviet espionage 
operetiona from approximately 1938 to 1945 and who aa fared hie connections 
with the Soriat Intelligenca Service in 1945. For obvious roaaona of 
security tha identity of this former So fiat agent ia not being repealed 
and he ia being ref erred to under the cover name •Oregoiy.* For more than 
a year a moat intensive investigation baa bean conducted on the basis of 
information furnished by Gregory. This- investigation has failed to indicate 
mxsj falsification of information furnished by this informant. 


In 1938 dra gory, then a confirmed Communist, was furnishing 
information to a parson known to him as F. Brown, who has bean identified 
as faruccio Marini, an important Italian Coawmist in lev York City, »bo has 
been frequently reported to have served as an agent of the Communist 
International. During the fell of 1938 Marini introduced Gregory to an 
individual originally known to Gregory as "Tim" or "Tinny, ■ who was 
subsequently identified by Gregory as Jacob M. Golos (real name Jacob Raisin 
or Renin) who is known to hare been for many years a most important Soviet 
eapionage agent. Ckegory from 1938 until Golos' death on November 27, 1943, 
served as a Soviet espionage ' agent under Golos* direction, 

According to Gregory, Jkcob M. Golos was from at least 1941 until 
his death in 1943 his superior in lew Tork City, who had agents working for 
Mm in lashlngton, D. C., employed in various government departments. These 
individuals obtained highly important and confidential information in con- 
nection with their employment for him. Ore gory was the courier and intermediary 
between Golos in New Tork City and his successors end these espionage agents in 
lashlngton, D. C. from the sterner of 1941 until the end of 194$. After Oolos 
died, Gregory's efforts were directed by s ntmber of Soviet espionage agents 
known only to him by cover names. Gregory was in frequent contact with these 
Soviet agents until late 1945. Many of them have not been identified, but it is 
known that the last Soviet superior with vhcm Gregory was in contact was known to 
Ore gory only as "Al, ” who has been identified as "Anatoli Bo rl so Tien Gromov, * 
former First Secretary of the Soviet Bibassy in Washington, D. C., who departed 
from the United States on December 7, 1945. (A-^ 

Daring the period that Gregory served as a oourier in this espionage 
operation he made regular frequent tripe to Washington, D. C., to collect in- 
formation from the numerous Soviet espionage agents operating in Government 
agencies es e pert of this espionage ring. Much of the inforrration was on 
undeveloped and developed film portraying copies of highly secret and important 
documents temporarily abstracted from the files of various Government agencies 


by the espionage agents involved. The film and other information were regularly 
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delivered by Gregory to Qoloe, and allegedly It was later turned ©ter to ^ 

•thar Soviet superiors. This information n> then allegedly made available 
through channels of the Soviet Intelligence Service to the Soviet ttoion. 

Allegations of Gregory 

Gregory stated that saae time in August, 1941, Golos informed him 
that he had had several meetings with a representative of a Russian group in 
lashing ton, D. C. However, due to his ill health, he mould not be able to go 
to Washington to see these people and he suggested that Gregory sake a trip 
to Washington and meet Mrs. Helen Witte Silver-master at her home. Gregory want 
to Washington and actually net Mrs. Silver-master on the basis of arrangements 
nade by Hathan Gregory Silver-master and Jacob Golos while Silver-master was in 
Wew fork City conferring witji Oolo* previously.

Gregory advised that at a later date Mr. Silrwmaster advised him 
that upon Germany’s invasion of Russia he, Silver-master, was desirous of render- 
ing a' d to Russia and for that purpose made a trip to Hew York City, conferred 
with Earl Browder, then head of the Communist Party, and requested the latter 
to place him in contact with someone who night transmit information he 
obtained to Russia. 

• Gregory advised that Ha than Gregory Silvermaster was the head of the 
so-called Silvermaster group of espionage agents in Washington, D. C* William 
Ludwig Tfnw*”n was a member of this group. 

Gregory advised that approximately two weeks after hie initial visit 
to the Silvermaster home, be made another trip to their residence in Washington. 
Gregory had been told by Golos that he could expect to be given some material 
by the Silvermastere to be brought by Gregory to Qoloe in Hew York City. At 
that time, G*egory advised, Mr. Silvermaster was employed in the Barm Security 
Administration, United States Department of Agriculture. His wife was 
unemployed and William Ludwig Ullmana was employed in the United States 
Tr e asury Department. Gregory advised that the only information he had obtained 
relative to the nature of the written material that be was to receive was 
that it came from U. S. Government sources. It was on this occasion that 
Gregory believes be was formally introduced to Wiulism Ludwig Glims nn. 

Ullmann resided with the Silver-masters at that time and still maintains 
residence with them at 5515 30th Street, K.W., Washington, D. C. 

On the occasion of this same visit to the Silvermaster home 
Gregory said that he was given by someone there a small unsealed envelope 
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which contained probably ten or twelve sheets with typing thereon. Gregory 
was not instructed by Solos to refrain fro* reading any waterial that eight 
be turned oyer to hie, nor ess he so instructed by the 8ilverwasters, except 
that the SilTsrn&sters were soaewhat reluctant to give such waterial to hie. 
This waterial was delivered to Oolos in lew York City. O>los did wot inforw 
Onego ry to whasi he was going to give this envelope. Gregory advised that 
visits of a sinilar nature were wade by him at approximately two-week intervals 
thereafter and cm those ocoasions when the Silverwaster group had waterial for 
Ida to carry to Oolos, Gregory would take it and deliver it in the wanner 
described above. On these occasions (S*egory would take to Hashing ton for 
delivery to the Silverwaster* various Cowwunist and Sussian literature secured 
by him frosi Oolos. 




Gregory further stated that for a period of approximately six months 
subsequent to August, 1941* when the visits to the Silverwaster hawe began, 
the only individuals be knew of from his own knowledge who were actually 
engaged in securing data for Oolos to be transmitted through him were Ullmann 
and Silveraaster. However, Gregory stated that sometine in the early’ part of 
1942, be gathered frosi remarks made by these wan that others in the group were 
involved in a siwilar wanner, but Gregory did not learn the identity of these 
persons for some considerable time. The volume of material being delivered by 
Gregory from Ullmann and Silveraaster to Golos steadily increased. It was 
Gregory' 6 recollection that this rate rial , which was still in the form of 
typewritten notations made by Ullmann and Silveraaster, consisted of data of an 
extremely varied nature and appeared to be secured by them through their 
discussions saong Govenassnt officials and employees, as well as through 
their reading of various documents and writings. Gregory stated that this 
material included remarks which may have indicated the policy of the United 
States Government with respect to botn domestic and foreign Issues of almost 
every description and was actually a large voItjbo of all types of intelligence 
raterial. Oolos characterised the information as political. 


Gregory stated that Silverwaster and Ullmann were collecting 
data which in their opinion would be of value to Russia in addition to that 
specifically requested by Oolos. Gregory advised that there was no indication 
that compensation in any form was being received by either Silveraaster or 
Ullm a n n Or by persons who later were known to be associated with this group. 

By the Fall of 1942, Ullmann and Silveraaster be^n to bring to the 
Silverwaster residence docxwwnts which they apparently had secured from 
Government files to which they had access. Gregory stated that Ullmann 
provided himself with a camera, believed to have been a Oontax, and became 

proficient in document photography. Also at this time Ullmann and Silveraaster 
dictated to Gregory various types of information. On these occasions they 
would refresh their recollection prior to dictating frew small pieces of paper 
that they would take out of their pockets as though they had Jotted down brief 
notations during the day. Gregory stated that this was general information which 
Ullmann and silvermaster obtained through pieir Government employment. 

T 1 <- • , \/ 
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01I»*nn photographed the documents which he and Silvermaster^ 
brought to the Silverses ter resid en ce . The photographs were taken on 
microfilm, most of which was supplied by Golos. At about this mt— rm 
built an enlarging machine which Cftwgor y took to lew Tork City. Otgory 
stated that on only one occasion, sometime in 1944, did he personally witness 
tha photographing at the Silrenaaater residence, but he learned through 
conversations and rewarks at the Silvermaster home that such work was carried 
on in the basement of their house and that there was in the basement a wore 
or less permanent photographic setup, that is, a holder for the camera and 
a devise for holding documents securely while being photographed. 

Gregory advised that in addition to the fila which he would deliver 
to Golos, Gregory also began to receive from Si lve master carbon copies of 
documents, usually letters fro* Government employees, and usually Treasury 
Department employees outside the United States, who were reporting on conditions 
where they happened to be located. 

Concerning the dictation which Ullmann and Silvermaster gave to 
Gregory, Gregory advised that he would transcribe this dictation upon his 
return to Hew Tork City and deliver the transcription to Jacob Golos. 

With further respect to the nature of the documents photographed 
during this period, Gregory recalled that during Silvermaster' s employment 
in the B»rd of Bconcwic warfare he occasionally brought to his residence 
what appeared to be complete files and although these twd usually been 
photographed by the time Qregory arrived in Washington, he recollects that 
sometimes he would see Silvermaster arrive at his home with such files and 
observe him and Ullmann looking over the contents thereof and decide which 
should be photographed. 

(k-egory states that he does not recall definitely but believes that 
sometime in the Fall of 1942 Ullmann' s induction seemed imminent and there 
was some considerable discussion between Silvermaster and TQlaann as to which 
branch of the service would seem most advantageous. Realising that Ullmann 
could not meet the physical requirements to be commissioned directly, it was 
decided that he would await being drafted and attempt to be assigned to the 
U. S. Arwy Air Corps. Gregiry recalls that Ullmann did enter the Army as s 
Private and was subsequently promoted to the rank of Sergeant, was recommended 
for Officers' Candidate School and was accepted, and thereafter was commissioned 
a Second Lieutenant in the U. S. Army Air Force. Later he was promoted to 
First Lieutenant and then a Captain. Gregory states that Silvermaster was 
most anxious that Ullmann be assigned to the Pentagon Building. Through

movements of these planes when they were completed, data concerning the 
approximate schadula of D-Day, copies of directives issued by General Marshall 
•nd information concerning production, allocation and de vel opuien t of tanks, 
guns and notorissd equipment. Gregory stated that almost every conceivable 
type of information relating to the Air Forces* part in the war was included. 

A considerable volume of this material was brought to the Silveraaster 
heme in its original form, that is, the documents thsmselves. However, on 
some matters minnn would copy figures and make such other notations as were 
necessary for him to have a record of the desired data. During this entire 
period George Silverman was a civilian employee of the Tar Department and 
was stationed in the Pentagon Building assigned to the U. S. Army Air Forces. 
Gregory was unable to state definitely which information was supplied by 
Silverman and which was supplied by Ullmann. These activities continued from 
the time of Ullmana's original assignment to the Pentagon Building until 
September, 1944 and the volume of material consistently increased. 


With respect to Harry Dexter White, Gregory stated that it was 
apparent from conversatione held in the Silveraaster heme that one of White’s 
most valuable assets in so far as the Silveraaster group was concerned was 
his ability to place in the Treasury Department individuals whom the group 
Was anxious to have assigned there. Among individuals falling in this category 
were Ullmann, William Henry Taylor and Sonya Gold. These individuals were 
members of the Silveraaster group, according to Gregory. William Henry Taylor 
is no longer employed by the Treasury Department. However, Sonya Gold has 
continued to be employed by the Treasury Department to date. 

Concerning Ullmenn's background, Gregory advised that Ullmann 
originally came from a wealthy family in Missouri} that he left home at an 
early age and went to Sew York City and subsequently secured a clerical 
position in one of- the Government departments in Washington, D. C. , after 
which he made the acquaintance of the Silveraaster family) and according to 
Gregory’s recollection, the Silvermastere recognised his potentialities and 
facilitated his obtaining a position in the U. S. Treasury Department. 

Collateral Information From Other Sources 


Invest! geti on has diseloaed that William Ludwig U llm a n n maintains 
residence at the Silvermester home at 5515 30th Streat, H.W., Washington, D. 
and appeare to be treeted as one of the family by the Silvermastere. 
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A confidential source, whose reliability la unquestionable, hae N 'V 
advlaed that the basement of this hose contained a laundry roc® which had 
been converted Into a dark room. Photographic equipment was located in the 
basement, which included photo flood bulbs with attachments for attaching 
tha bulbs to the bolder or frame of a camara. There was also located therein 
a camera and enlarging equipment. The shelves and work benches in the dark 
room contained miscellaneous photographic equipment such as frames for drying 
prints, a cutting knife and board and an assortment of photographic printing 
P*-P* r » The basement also contained wooden camera tripods similar to the type 
commonly used with a Speed draphic or similar sise camera.

S^vsurveilling agents to stand in close vicinity of the entrance to room 559. 
KRAMER 1 s knock on the door was answered 'ey Mr. T7HITNEY who stepped out into 
the small hall and began to converse with KRAMER, not allowing KRALCER to 
enter his room. WHITNEY was overheard to mentioned two checks which he was 
riving KRAMER. WHITNEY called KRAMER'S attention to the fact that one check 
was dated February 24 and asked KRAMER to send him a letter acknowledging 
-^ts receipt, WHITNEY advised KRAMER further to start to work on the Senate 
^ and the House. Most of the conversation was overheard of which the above

During the course of this conversation. Agent CLEVELAND walked 
past the corridor where the two were conversing and observed WHITNEY hand 
two checks to FRAMER. At the conclusion of the conversation KRAMER immediate^ 
proceeded to the lobby and left the hotel by the 17th street exit. ^
